In that case the heading of provincial 
rates ought properly to comprise everythi the shape of a rate or tax (other 
than assessed taxes, which are separate y shown)and including of course 
municipal taxation. The other funds «including Port Funds and *all 
funds not absolutely "Trust Funds) might then be classed under a separate 
heading as ‘ Local Funds,’ or treated as miscellaneons receipts; they being all 
ve paid into the public treasuries for public purposes, though these purposes 
may be more or less or specific. 

7. While venturing to make these suggestions for the future consideration 
of the Government of India, the Lieutenant-Governor has, in the revised 
estimate attached to this Resolution, followed the classification adopted by the 


Government of India ; but in a foot-note the balances at the disposal of the Local.

55. Under Epucatton the a cw expenditure has been estimated at 
Rs. 25,72,000, against Rs. 24,52,000, the revised estimate for 1877-78, and 
Rs. £4,47,958, the actual expenditure of 1876-77. Provision has been made in 
the estimates for the introduction of the graded scheme of teachers’ salaries, and 
for the maintenance and gradual extension of the Government Art Gallery. 
To the above figure for 1878-79 has to be added Rs. 2%,000 expenditure debited 
to the Estates Improvement Fund, making the total grant under this head 
Rs. 25,95,000. 

56. The provincial MEprcAL expenditure is estimated at Rs. 12,07,000, 
against Rs. 13,75,000 for 1877-78. 'Ihere has been a large and serious 
increase in this class of expenditure since 1571-72, into the causes of which 
the Lieutenant-Governor has ordered close aud detailed enquiry. The grant 
for thd ensuing year is reduced, in the expectation thatthe Committee now 
investigating the subject will secure very shortly savings in hospital and 
dispensary outlay. At the same time, the reductions made have been for 
the present very moderate in amount, to prevent any risk from a too summary 
change of system. Å sum of Hs. 4,000 debitable to local funds has been 
added to the provincial estimate which shows a total of Rs. 12,11,000. 

57. The expenditure under PrINTING has been estimated at Rs. 1,85,000, 
against Rs. 2,58,000 for 1877-78. The large decrease is due to radical 
changes made in the organization of the Printing Department, which are 
expected to result in.savings to the extent of one lakh of rupees. In future, 
all heavy printing work will be executedjjat the Presidency Jail, which is 
being converted into a large Governme rinting and Binding Establish- 
ment. At the Secretariat Press only the current printing work of the office 
will be carried on. To the above a sum of Rs. 2,000 has to be added on 
account of reserve funds work.

61. The grant originally made to the Public Works Department for 
1878-79, on which its detailed Provincial estimates were to be prepared, was 
Rs. 24,90,000 only. When, however, the revised estimates of 1877-78 showed 
that the financial position of the province was a safe and flourishing one, and in 
view of the favourable estimate of the receipts for 1878-79, the Lieutenant- 
Governor decided to make a large addition to the Public Works expenditure, 
and to carry out various important and useful schemes that had been left in 
abeyance for want of funds. Å 

62. On the inauguration of the scheme of Provincial Finance in 1871-72, 
the grant made by the Government of India for Provincial Public Works 
was about 26 lakhs of rupees. In the first year of the Proringal ane Sir 

` G. Campbell allowed the Public Works Department to expend only le moro 
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than this grant; but in the next year (1872-73), as he had by saving elsewhere 
secured a large surplus, lagge special grants were given for roads and commu- 
nications and the general vrai ape of the province ; and the expendi- 
"ture rose to nearly 35} lakhs. In October 1873 came the first alarm of 
scarcity, and during the next two years—that is up to the end of 187 4-75—the 
resources of the Provincial Public Works Department were devoted almost 
entirely to relief works in the distressed districts. When the famine was over, 
the local Government found its balances, as already explained, completely 
exhausted. In April 1876, the Lieutenant-Governor (Sir Richard Temple) 
expressed his conviction that there was no probability that the annual grant 
for Provincial Public Works could for some years to come exceed 25 lakhs of 
^ im In accordance with this principle, the grants for Provincial Publie 
orksfor'1870-77, 1877-78, and 1878-79 were fixed. 

63. The Lieutenant-Governor has now, however, decided upon taking in 
hand and pushing on as rapidly as possible the following important Public

A further sum of Rs. 3,00,000 will be made available for other similar works 
to be selected hereafter. The sum of Hs. 9,14,000 will be spent on account 
of works hitherto debited to the Provincial Reserve Eunds. Of this Rs. 7,73,000 
are to be devoted to improving, enlarging, and locking the Calcutta Canals. 
Again, in accordance with the orders of this Government, No. 890, dated 6th 
March, a sum of Rs. 80,000 has to be provided on account of preliminary 
outlay on Railway, Surveys. This will be charged eventually to the capital cost 
of the lines if sanctioned; meantime it is given from Previncial Funds. The 
ordinary expenditure of the incorporated Local Funds upon Public Works is,’ 
as shown above, Rs. 29,15,000. But besides this, the Lieutenant-Governor has 
made a further grant of Rs. 2,00,000 towards completing the Assam Emigra- 
tion Road: This is in addition to grants aggregating Rs. 1,10,000 made this 
ear for similar purposes.

* From J. Onawrurn, Esa., Officiating Registrar ofthe High Court of Judicature at Fort 
William in Bengal, to the Judge of Hooghly,—No. 680, dated Calcutta, the 16th March 1878. 
In reply to your letter No.*219, dated the 14th ultimo, I am directed to say that it is 
not necessary that Revenue Agents acting in rent suits in the Civil Courts should be enrolled 
under Section 12, Act XX of 1865. All that is necessary is, that thte Civil Courts should 
satisfy themselves that the Revenue Agents hold certificates in force at the time they come 
in to practise as pleaders under Act IV of 1876. i 
2, The position of these Revenue Agents in the Civil Courts; Iam to point out, is 
not that of Pleaders. ‘The latter are enrolled in the Courts in which they practise, and are 
liable to punishment by the High Court in case of misconduct, Revenue Agents on the other 
hand are not so enrolled, and are subject, in case of misconduct, to the orders of the Board 
of Revenue. There can therefore, in the opinion of the Court, be no hardship in requiring 
the latter, when they act in the Civil Courts, to prove their authority to represent the person 
for whom they act, and this should be done in every case. 


CRIMINAL.

Inconvenience baving resulted from delay in the submission, for the Court’s orders, by 
Sessions Judges, of cases in which they have disagreed with the verdict of the jury, enquiry 
was made as to the cause to which the delay was due, and it has been reported that the 
records had been detained in the Sessions Judge’s Court in order that copies might be made 
of the proceedings for the use of the Government pleader. The Court is therefore pleased 
to direct that after the detivery of the verdict by the jury in such cases, no delay should be 
permitted to occur in the submission of the records with the Sessions Judge’s letter of 
reference. It is open to the Government pleader and to the pleader for the accused to 
make notes of the evidence as the case proceeds. If after the trial is concluded copies of 
any part of the proceedings are required, it will be necessary that they should be made on 
application in the High Court after receipt of the record.
